— One of the 
l;jrir<‘st crowds <»f tlu‘ molding «tten«l<‘d the races 
linliiy, not withstandin;' the <ontin«od l>ad weather, 
which was cloudy and slu>wcry all aftennsm. 
Tliey Were s«»on put iii ;»(H»d humor when Oraculuiii 
won the lirst race at an astonisliiujily k<s>«I price, 
as it was fi;rured th.it the Odom horse had nothinji 
to heat. Tin* iK'ttin;; ra'*e-u«K*rs se«*m to he ;:ettini; 
on to an;;les of tin* racin;' lu*re in muddy jrolnir 
and two favorites and three heavily hacked secoinl 
choices were returned winners. 

Oraciilum won the lirst race eased up after being 
reservcil hehind Right and True to the stretch, 
where McDaniel hrought him up into a safe lead 
whiih in* maintained to tin* end. Right and True 
led in tin* early running and was easily second hest. 
Olaucus was tJ.e only other starter to receive any 
su|*i»ort in tin* sp<culati*m. hut ran jMsuly and was 
handily heaten fi»r tliird place l»y Workman. Trash 
came hack from her winning race Wedne.sday with 
se\ent*s‘ii pounds ofT. The discerning public tmik 
its cm* from tliat and had the advantage of the 
receding price, while tin* form players were install 
ing Rappaliannock as tlie 2 to 1 favwite. Trasii. 
nearly left at the start, went anmnd her opponents 
;ind. <oi»!iii;r fj,st iu the stretch, finally secured 
the lead and increased her advantage as tin* race 
lirogresscd. winning in a <*anter. P’ancy Bird, in a 
rcsidut** tinish, outstaye«l tin* fast tiring favorite 
for secoml place. King Thistle showed marked im- 
provement over his last race and linisheil a fast 
going fourth. 

Ostrich, which had racml two days in succession, 
declined to in:ike it tliree hy being witlnlrawn in the 
tliird race. Lain* .Vilen was nn»st fancied, opening 
at 1 to '2 and elosiiig at 2 to ."i. Init again demon- 
si rate»l ills inaliility to run in the mini here. 
D'Arkle, the outsider in the belting, stole up on L. 
Siiiltli, on Weirdsome. right at the end and won l*y 
a length. Weirdsome, hut for this piece of care- 
lessness. w«»nld have won. Oxford was a «*onteinler 
to tin* last furlong and tlien tired. Tin* race should 
improve liim. 

Russell T., from tin* Kelso Stable, was made an 
odds-ou favorite in the fourth race, a.s uiiicli lie- 
cause Odom trained him as anything else, but he 
probably wa.s best before the race aiiywa.v. Notter 
ipiickly took his mount to the front and won all 
the way. Kemiiton ran in s( coin! place throughout, 
but could never reach the winner, altliougli vigor- 
ously ridden liy Walsli. 

The crowd thoiiglit it had the right conihination 
in Notter and Dixie Ilimmel to win the lifth race. 
Tlie winner proved to be Incognito, which tlie sharp- 
sin Miters had liacked down from (5 to 3 to 1 at 
post lime. McDaniel took the Disguise colt to 
tin* front right after the start and proceeded to 
spreadeagle ids opiionents. Miss Catesby, * iu a 
game linish, outstayed the tiring favorite, tvhicli 
<*onhl not givo the weight and beat the first two. 
Rraggadocio met with int<*rference at the start, 
bill closed np witli a remarkable rush in the 

si retell. Henry, who had ridden two winners, fell 
witli ills mount when lie stumbled at the sixteentli 
post, liut got up nniiijiired. 

Kl Dorado was considered a g<Mi<l tiling in the 
last race ami the crowd, excepting those who had 
backed lliggiiibotliani in his last race, took the 
favorite to win the race, lligginliotliam. next to 

the rail, was first off and led all the way, closely 
followed by Hie favorite. Notter took no chances. 
Imt set a fast pace to tlie end. K1 Dorado tired 
liadly in tlie stret<*h, permitting Royal Lad.v to 
pass liim. He finishe<l tliird ten l<*iigtlis in front 

of Hounding Klk. 

.lohii Walters and Frank Moore, two clnhhoiise 
coin miss loners, liaeked D’Arkle all over tlie ring 
ill small Slims and arc said to have won upward of 
^^.'i.ObO on the race. 

The ring was badly loser until the fifth race was 
run, where the defeat of El Dorado nearly made 

them even with the day.

Racing Begins Today Over a Heavy Track 
with Good Horses in Evidence. 

New Orleans. La., November 22.— The racing sea- 
son for 11I07-S will o|M*n tomoriow under i*onditioiis far 
from favorable. The tightness of tlie money market, 
the nimld.v lomlition <if the tra<k and tlie absence 
of niaii.v big spe<*nlators will rob Hie opening of 
much <H*lat. There is no question hut that matters 
will improve as tlie im*etiiig progress<*.><. but for the 
first few weeks the maiiagemeiits bwik for a light 
attendaiiee. Tlie coiitiiiiial grind at the half-mile 
merry -go-rouud all sumiiier has not improved matters 
lo<*ally. although the sm-eess of raeing in the (’res 
eeiit (’ity ilepends to a groat extent upon the patron- 
age whi<*li comes from the regulars who jiut in the 
winter mouths here. As yet many of them have yet 
to put ill an apiiearaiiee. but with the close of the 
Henning meeting, tliey will probaldy turn up. 

The track at (’ity Dark is deep and holding, owing 
priiieijially to a deep ^•overillg of lda<*k loam wliieii 
was plaied on it last summer, ,V eon’iniial dowii- 
p<nir of rain for tlie past f<»iir or five day.s lias not 
helped to improve matters and it will take a 
pretty solid horse to run fre<*ly in tlie going. .\1 
ready predictions are being made for .*i rainy winter. 
Last season luit little rain fell ami liorsemen who 
brought mud nimiers here liad but few opportimi 
ties to race Hieir horses. It appears ns if there will 
Ik* a .sliift this winter in Hieir favor. 

If present indications eount for anything flu 
fair grounds people will liave Hie liest track Hiis 
winter. Hilly Myers lias given the const i net io:; 
of tlie new track considerable study, and partiiular 
attention was paid to tlie selection of Hie sod 
used. At (’ity Dark a force of men lias la*<*ii busy 
for Hie past week putting Hu* plant in shape. 
Many of tlie li'tle details incidental to (lie opening 
of a race meeting were eompletoil toiiay ami every 
tldiig will 1m* in readiness. 

Tlie :iMnouiieement that clearing lioiise cortifi 
cates will lie acc*epte<l h.v tlie biKikmnkers will l»ol- 
ster tlie lie; ting to some extent. Indications to- 
niglit are tliat not more tlian twenty-five layers will 
operate during Hie earl.v perioii of racing. Aiiioiif 
tlie recent arrivals of bookmakers are Fred Adle 
ami Sam Most. 

Herman Hrandt got in from New York with a 
division of Harney Sehreiber’s Imrses. .Tack Atkin 
is in the string. 

Miss Sain, wliieh .7. W. Gorman purchased for 
$.1.0(K) during the Latonia im>otin.g ami shipped 
to Aqiioiliict, arrived yesterday in very bad condi- 
tion. having <*ontra<*ted a higli fever on the way. 

.Toekey Lee is working hard to keep down at a 
light riding weiglir. His .services will not he in 
Teat demand, as there are any iiiiiiilier of liglit 
weiglit riders attached to the principal stables. 
The apprentice rule allowing five pounds will he 
general. All tin* owners engaging an apprentict 
will lie entitled to tlie allowance regardless oi 
whether Hu* .voiin.gster is under their contract or 
attaclieil to some otlier stable. 

Jockey Nicol denies the story that he is to retire 
from the saddle iu*xt .vear. His contract with Fred 
Cook exidres December 14, but tliis d«H*s not mean 
tliat his eonneetion w’ith the Ciaik stable will be 
severed for all time. The probabilit.v is that his 
signature will lie atfixod to a new contract for the 
same owner. Wliile here, Nieol will mostly ride 
free lance. 

William SIu*lley. who will act as presiding judge 
until Clarence McDowell arrives from Henning, 
in last niglit from Louisville.

SANTA ANITA OPENING POSTPONED 

Ixis Angeles, Cal., Noveuiher 22. — The opening 
of the new race track at Santa Anita, “Lucky” 
Haldwin’s ranch, scheduled for 'Hianksgiving day. 
has been postponed until Saturday, Deceinlier 7. 
The directors today, including George Rose, re 
viewed the course, and. after going over the ground 
I'lirefnlly, decided that at least two weeks mori' 
would he necessary to get things into running 
Hliape. The top dressing has not yet been laid 
on the course, and waterpipes will have to lie run 
clear around tlie track. Moreover, the grandstand. 
Willie almost finished, is not quite ready for public 
<K*eiipancy. These and other minor details prechuh 
the lamslbility of a Thanksgiving day start. Mr. 
Rose said tonight that be look this action in con 
aideration of the public, but says things will surely 
be in Hpleudid condition by December 7. 



NO NEW RACE TRACKS AT PRESENT. 

Suggestion that the Yonkers Track May 
Open and Close New York Racing. 



A New York newspaper says concerning the recent 
decision In Hu* case of Itutler against Hie New' A'nrk 
.Stall* Racing ( onimissioii : “It is generally under 

sbMul. liowever. Hiat tlie decision of the Court of 
.Vpficals (hM*s not mean Hint new’ tracks can he 
linilt in Hiis state without Hie ofiicial sanction 
if Hu* Racing Com mission. The Yonkers track 
was an established organization with a plant that 
was liiiilt liefore tlie law was amended limiting 
the luinilier of tracks in the state to tliose already 
In existence.” 

Tliere is little in Hie text of tlie decision to sus- 
tain tliis view of the iiiaTtcr. altliougli it in a wa.v 
covers tlie only immediate result. P.iit if at any 
time an as.soelatioii is formed, siitticieiit land se- 
■ured and all tlie usual tracks, building and equip- 
ment of a race Irark hnuiglit to completion and 
readiness for racing, application for a lb*ense to 
(*arry on a race meeting must lie followed li.v its 
issuance. Hut no oiu* is likely to rush in haste to 
iiu*ur the great expense attending siicli an enter- 
prise. New tracks tliere proluibly will Ik* iu the 
vicinity of New York, imt not immediately l»y any 
uu*aiis. 

•Vs to anotlier matter discussed the same new’s- 
paper says: 

’Friends «if Mr. HiCler said that if there .should 
be any attempt to take away tlie date;s for an 
August meet ing at Yonkers, there might Ik* trouble. 
IS it was clearl.v demonstrated last summer that 
le metropolitan racing jiublic. uiiable to go to 
Saratoga. d«*sircd a session with tlie liorses on a 
Imal iraik. Tlie Yonkers meeting, under severe 
liaiidieap. was lilierally patronized and alsmt $90,000 
in profits was cle.in*<l up. 

“If on attempt is made to keep the month of 
.Viegust clear for Saratoga it is said that Hie Jockey 
Ciuli will oTer to Mr. Hutler spring and fall dates, 
about twenty in all, the plan being to have the 
Yonkers track open and close the metropolitan 
racing campaign instead of Aqueduct. In that 
»*ase all of the otlier racing associations would 
liave to surrender enough dates to make such an 
arrangement itossilde.’’

Gemmell Continues His Victorious Career — 
True Wing and Tavora Take Races — 
Miller Fails to Shine. 



Oakland, Cal., November 22. — Rapid Water, which 
has not shown winning form since tlie Brigliton 
.Tilly nu*eting, captured today’s stake feature, tlie 
San Lorenzo Handicap at Oakland in the track 
record time of l:0S.i for tlu* I’nturity course. S. 
C. Hildretli’s uncertain Rapallo horse started a 
hot favorite at 0 to ,"i. and under Walter Miller’s 
skillful riding accoiiiplislieil tlie task of defeating 
the quintette of fast sprinters op|ios»*d to him in a 
manner wbicli removed all doubts as to his pres- 
ent superlative form. 

All Alilaze was the only outsider to break tiie 
monotony of winning first and se«*oiid choices during 
tlie afteriKKin tiy scoring in tlie third race, a selling 
affair at one mile and fifty yards. 

W. Knaiip started the iirmesshm with a bril- 
liantly earned victory on Harvcl at 2 to 1 in tlie 
opening race for tw’o-year-<ilds. Walter Miller 
finished in tlie riiek in this race on an ordinary pling 
named Warden Yell, and tlien successively falleil 
on ITejuicio and Sahara, the last named, a favorite, 
ill Hie next tw’o, won by Hie crack sprinter Geiii- 
niell, at 11 to 10, and All .Ablaze at 30 to 1. 

The cliaiiipion joekey. against wliose inoniitK sliort 
prices are laid and taken, made amends by leading 
liis rivals in tiie feature race, then could do no bet- 
ter than second on S»*renity in the fifth, won by Ta- 
vora at 0 to ."i. and finished iinplacisl on Roalta, tlu* 
favorite, in tlie last, won liy the heavily backed sec- 
ond clioici*. True Wing. Knapp, in the raeantinie, 
had retired for tlie afternoon after rniiiiing fourth 
with his second mount, Fisher Boy, in the third 
race. 

7'liere is a steady improveinent in the class of 
liorses »*ngaged daily with ri*siiltant increase in 
patronage. Thi* inelosiire was tilled to overllowing 
today. Twenty-nine I look makers oceniiied positions 
in tlu* ring and they all did a big luisiuess.

Tlie owner said $1,900 
and tlien D<* .\rmau tm>k a hand iu the game and 
liid $1.:WM). Mack, who bought the fleet Woodlands 
hn*d filly in with the custoniary $.■) advance, want»*d 
to start something immediately afterwards, hut 
was n*straiiieil hy the timely arrival of an officer. 

George Ros** wired an ofiicial announcement to the 
l«M*al horsemen that Hie opening day of the new 
race track at Arcadia had been postponed uiiHl 
December 7. It is rnmor»*<l that R. F. Carman 
has engaged sixty stalls, including a kitclien at

DOUBTFUL CONCERNING BUYERS. 



I.iexington, Ky., November 22. — The interest of 
horsemen hereabouts just now is centered in the 
eighth annual Kentucky sale of thoroughbred stal- 
lions. mares and weanlings and horses in training, 
which is to open Mondaj’ next under the auspices 
of the Fasig-Tipton Company. A few less than 
900 horses have been catalogued. These come from 
about seventy-five breeders and owners. 

Under normal conditions in the world of finance 
the man wlio would predict low prices for such 
horses as are those to bP offered, w’ould be laughed 
out of tlie coiniiiunity, but with money as tight as 
it Is at present, it Is a toss-up whether or not 
the sale will give satisfaction to the consignors. 
The question most frequently asked among local 
horsemen is: “Where are the buyers iM)ming from?” 
No one has venturetl to designate localities, but the 
more hopeful say w’ith Colonel Milton Young, who 
is keen of observation and rich in experience: “I 
have never known it to fail that when [leople get 
it Into their heads that other people have no money 
and that a bargain is to be had in the way of a 
horse, the sale will pan out better than every- 
liody and anybody expected. I think this sale is 
going to be a success.”

AMERICAN BROODMARES IN ENGLAND. 

An Expert View of Their Value and Their 
Success When Properly Mated. 

“When the statlstles have to l>e made up at the 
end of tile enrrent .seastm it will he found that 
American liriHidmares have pla.ved ;in Important part 
In the history <»f Its rating, and. further. It will 
be seen lor the nu»st part the.v trace ha<k to Eng- 
li.sh blood,’’ says Vigilant In the London Sportsman. 
**Khoda B-. the property of Mr. Richard Croker, 
will bland out cous^ilcuously as the dam of Orby, 



the winner of the Derby, and of the smart filly. 
Kliotlora, which surprised every one but her trainer. 
Dr. McCalie, by the ease with which she ran away 
from her upi>onents in the Dewhnrst Plate after 
having but a fortnight t)efore been to all intents 
and purposes tailed oflf behind Ix'sbia in the Middle 
Park Plate. Such inconsistencies In form have 
become all too common since the Introtlnctlon of 
Hie present impossible system of starting horses 
from a standstill, for whereas they may get off all 
right one day, they are as likely as not to be left 
the next, and it is only on rare occasions that we 
see a perfect start such as wjy; that effected by 
Mr. Willoughby for the Cambri^eshire. Orby and 
RlMMlora are of purely English breeding on the ! 
sire’s side, the one being by Orme and the other 
by St. Frnsquin; but Rhoda B. is more American, 
being by Hanover out of Margerine, by Algerine 
out of Sweet Songstress, a daughter of Doncaster 
and Melodious. Wlietiicr Mr. Croker’s anticipation 
that Orby will stand training again next year will 
bo realized remains to be seen, but everyone who 
admires a goo<l horse will sincerely hope so. As 
regards Rhodora. which shows all the beautiful qual- 
ity of her sire, and is really a grand specimen of the 
thoroughbred mare, there should be a great career 
in front of her, for though her performances have 
varied between good and moderate, her last was 
irreproachable, dimmed only by the close proximity 
of Little Goose, which finished witiiin three lengths 
of her. Between them was his majesty’s fine colt, 
Perrier, a colt of great promise by Persimmon out 
of Amphora, which was making his first appearance 
in public. l)ut is yet so iiackward and unfurnished 
that it was surprising to see the stoutness with 
which he ran on and finished second. All things 
considered, it was a highly meritorious debut, and. 
all continuing well with him through the long 
winter recess, Perrier slioiild develop into a first-class 
liorsc next year, good enough, perhaps, to follow 
in the successful footsteps of his ‘father,’ Persim- 
mon, and his ‘uncle,’ Diamond Jubilee. The colts 
of the season are certainly not top-saw’yers, unless 
exception be made in favor of Prospector, which is 
not bred to ‘go on,’ being by Pioneer, added to 
w'hlcli a certain amount of doubt must attach to him 
until It is known whether or not* his serious illness 
has left him affected by any constitutional weak- 
ness, as has so often been the case in similar cir- 
cumstances. 

‘‘To return to American mares. It was a remark- 
aide da.v in Decomlier seven years ago when at 
Newmarket the late Lord William Beresford dis- 
posed of Jiffy II., riiinook, Siliola. Myakka. Siloali 
and Lutetia. Tlie first-named daughter of that sen- 
sational Caniiiridgoshire winner, The Sailor Prince, 
out of Joy, by Duke of Montrose, took the fancy 
of Mr. Leonard Brassey at $4.0.50, hut her sev- 
eral alliances witli Cyllene, Matchmaker and Bay 
Ronald were for tlie most part failures, anj 
she was in foal to the last-named when, twelve 
nionttis ago, she was sold for .$.3,000 to S’ignor Tesio, 
and loft this country for service in Italy. Slloah. 
by Pontiac out of Saluda, by Mortemer out of Per- 
fection. by r.eamlngtoii, was sold to Mr. ,T. Musker 
for $1,1.50, but slie did not liring any new fame to 
the Westerhain Hill Stud, and, having been covered 
by Drion. was in 19fH sold for the modest sum of 
a ‘imiiy’ to Mr. Van de Water, and sent to France. 
•Myakka, by Sensation, out of Magnetic, by 111 I*scd, 
out of Magnetism, which was sold to Sir Daniel 
C<Kiper for $2.<»(Kb pnxliiced Hyacinth to Orme in 
1!K)3, and Seminole to Flotsam in IfiOC. subsequent 
to a dead foal by Merman In her previous season, 
ho that slie cannot be doscriiied as a stYid success, 
any more than the two mares aiiove referred to, 

‘ ‘M.ijor Eustace Liaicr was more fortunate in lii.> 
dealings at tlie same sale, for he lionght Chinook 
for $3,2.50, Siiiola for $9.7.50. and Lutetia for $7,750. 
and tliey were forthwith sent to liis famous stud 
ill Ireland. ChlmM>k pnxluced first La Rise to 
L:i\eiio, then Chewink to Gallinule, and anon Woath- 
etcoek to the same sire. Next a lirown filly by 

I.aveno, but she was sold as a yearling last summer 
to Sir Ern<*st Cas.sel for $;5,7.50. and, althoug’a 
iM'afen in iier only two essays this year, may be 
safely relied on to recover llio purchase money with 
lonipoiind interest, being as yet backward and 
(ap:i 1 de of niucli inijirovemcnt from two to tlireo 
years old. Cbimxik’s yearling is a lilly by Gallinule. 
Next we come to Silmla, by The Sailor Prince, her 
dam, Saluda, liy Mortemer. Foaled in 1896. she 
was the victim of cruel luck when beaten by 51usa 
in tlie Oaks, after having run away with the One 
'I’honsand Guineas, and for once in a way the great 
little Sloan did not shine. At the stud her first 
mate was Count Scliomberg, l»y which she produced 
Griponburg, which, however, is a Imd horse, and, 
having as a two-year-old run seven times unsuc- 
cessfully for Major Lodor, was passed to Colonel 
R. Chaloner Knox, for whom lie has won two 
Iialtry races in sixteen attempts, all in Ireland. 
Sibola’s next pnxliice was Ilaltiuglass. which in spite 
of liis Ct'sarewitch failure, was second for the St. 
L(*ger and has won since. Moreover, he is thought 
to be well above average class by his trainer, and 
niiieh is expi'cted of him next year. Her filly by 
Gallinule. wliioh followed, is dead, but I believe she 
has a goo<l-l<Kjking yearling colt i»y the same sire 
called .Morillon. Lutetia, which could use her feet 
to a merry tune during her active service on tlie 
Inrf, is now nine years old, and is by Pontiac, her 
dam, Luelln B., by Onondaga out of Kelp, by 
Straehino. out of Kelpie, by Bonnie Scotland. Her 
first foal. Gay Paris, l>y Laveno, is a commoner, 
though a winner, and his own sister. Parisienne, 
is still a maiden. But with the service changed 
to Gallinule came French Partridge, a dual win- 
ner at Newmarket, and, unless my reckoning is 
far wide of the mark, a very smart filly. She 
is a ‘big ’un.’ capable of more than ordinary im- 
provement with time, and when she has fined down 
will not unlikely hold her own against all the 
so-called champions of her age and sex, for the 
way in which she cut down her opponents first in 
the Criterion Stakes and then in the .Moulton Stakes, 
was a treat to witness. Last year Lutetia was 
unfortunately barren to Wildfowler, but there may 
yet be great stud fame in store for her.’’ 

MONTGOMERY’S PECULIARITIES. 

When Montgomery was defeated iiy Jack Niinnally 
in the Opening Handicap at Oakland a good many 
observers blamed Sainly, his rider, for the unex- 
pected result, but not all. On this point the 
Chronicle said: “Al)out the only person among 

tliose lieard to express nii opinion who did not 
lay the blame* for .Montgomery’s defeat at Sandy’s 
dtxir was Herman Radtke, wlio was originally .sche- 
duled to ride tlie uorse. Whether from professional 
courtesy or what not, Radtke said he did not 
think Sandy's ride was a bad one, but he also said 
.Montgomery will loaf if not held together. ‘I ro<le 
■Montgomery three times in the east and won with 
him each time.’ said the crack jockey. ‘The first 
time I rixle him I knew nothing about him and 1 
was told not to use the whip. He broke slowly, 
just as he did yesterday, ami 1 liand rode him for 
all I was worth for more than a quarter of a mile, 
liut lie kepi dropping back all Hie time. Then 1 
gave Iilm a few cuts with the wliip and he closeil 
a big gap in the next furlong and linully got up 
and won going away. The next time I did not let 
lilm drop out of it tlie first part, but whipped him 
into second place early and kept him there to the 



last eighth and then sent him to the front. The 
last time I rotle him he had an iiuside position 
with goo<l liorses. and to kt>ep from being cut off 
and knocked out of the race in its iieginning, I 
went away from the post whipping, took the track 
and never did put up my whip. So the notion that 
Montgomery won’t race in front, hut wants to come 
from behind, is wropg. He can run the first quarter 
of a mile under pressure in 23, and tliere never was 
a gamer horse. What he does want is to loaf — 
that’s all there is to his liking to come from be- 
hind.’ ’’ 

THE SECOND TEN AMERICAN SIRES. 

Ornament at the Head with Plaudit and Sir 
Dixon Close Up. 

Following the ten leading sires of this country 
is another group of ten next in the list tlirough 
tlie earnings of thtdr progeny, of which up to and 
including last Monday, Novomlier IS. Ornament 
was the leader, closely followed by Plaudit and 
Sir Dixon. The devotion of R. T, Wilson. Jr., to 
the get of Ornament ha.s Its reward, as is Illus- 
trated by the fact that of Ornament’s total of 
$6 s. 194. Mr. Wilson - won $37,475 through the 
fleotness of Monfort, Gallavant, Beaucoup, Adora 
tion, Orcagna, Sanguine, Aletheuo, Alauda and 
Thermidor. Ornament has sired no real star as 
yet, but was a grand race horse. Is yet young in 
stud service and is liable to send a top-notcher 
to the races any year. 

The young stallion Plaudit, and the old one. 
Sir Dixon, are so close togetlier that the w’inning 
of an ordinary purse is sufficient to switch their 
positions. Largely Plaudit owes his prominence 
to the two-year-olds King James and Lady Wini- 
fred, S'ir Dixon’s main contributors being Y'ankee 
Girl and Running M’ater, full sisters and a credit 
to any sire. Sir Dixon led the sire list in 1901, 
hut is not likely to do so again. But his fame is 
secure as a great race liorse and a great sire. The 
lack of a good stake winning two-year-old told 
against him this year. The imported begetter of 
hardy, useful platers, Woolsthorpe, is close up to 
Plaudit and Sir Dixon, with Grapple as his chief 
money winner, and the promising two-year-old 
Falcada his best of that age. 

Pessara is fifteenth in the list, through his sturdy 
son, Montgomery, and old Kingston, like Sir Dixon, 
once a leader in the list, comes next with a long 
list of u.seful iicrforiuers and no single money win- 
ner of note. As was the case last year, Belvidero 
is in the list solely through the prowess of Salvi- 
dcre and had this good horse not lieen unfortunate, 
would have, been higher up than seventeeth. Nas- 
turtium gives promise as a sire and is next to 
Belvidere thnnigh the w'innings of the gcxMl two- 
year-olds Stamina and Bar None. Royal Flush III. 
lias <lone exewdingly well since he was liroiight 
to this country and sent two good ones to the 
races this year in Firestone and Royal Vane. Last 
in the list is Hic Futurity w'inner, Yankee, which, 
us a son of Hanover and Reckon should, may be- 
come one of the fomnost of .\nierican sires. The 
SY'cond ten sires and the earnings of tlieir repre- 
sentatives to Hie date named, are as follows:
